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REARING THE CHICKS. 


importance of Cleanliness In the 
Poultry Yards. 

Perfect cleanliness is of the highest 
importance in the poultry yards and 
houses during the entire year, but is 
especially necessary in the sultry sum- 
mer months, when every detail should 
be carefully attended to which may be 
of any possible benefit to the growth 
and development of the young stock. 
owls which have the vary best of food 
and care in other respects will not 
thrive when confined in unclean and 
ill ventilated houses and pens, writes 
W. H. Works in American Poultry 
Journal. Cleaniiness Is highly neces- 
sary in the rearing of young chicks, no 
matter whether they are intended for 
exhibition stock, for breeders or for 
the market. 

By cleanliness {s not meant the use 
of a large quantity of disinfectants 
which may give the appearance of 
cleanliness, although these are undoubt- 
edly good to use Jn connection with the 
care of the poultry quarters. Cleanli- 
ness is of such great account in the 
summer that in’ many cases it may 
mean the saving of the life of a chick 
as well as the health and growth, for 
cleanliness is the: foe of vermin, and 
vermin Js the cause of a majority of 
the poultry losses and diseases. 

The houses for the young stock should 
be dry and well ventilated, and the 
chicks should be kept from crowding 
and taught to go on the roosts as soap 
as possible, so that there will be no 
danger of deformed breastbones caused 
by overcrowding. The brood coops and 
brooders should receive much of the 
poultryman's attention during tho hot 
season, and the little chicks should 
have clean, dry straw on the floors of 
their coops and also plenty of fresh air 
and shade. 

Lime is one of the best things to use 
in the houses, elther in the form of 
whitewash or sprinkled about the floor 
as a powder. Carbolic acid is also a 
good disinfectant, and kerosene should 
be used in the fight against lice and 
mites. The chicks need to be dusted 
with insect powder and their dusting 
places sprinkled with it. The yards. 
should be dug up often and disinfected 
with Ime and carbolic acid, so that 
the ground will not become old and 
full of disease germs. .

Wyandottes are great 
favorites in the middie and eastern 
states, and large numbers are found 
on successful farms. They are pro- 
lifie egg producers. 


Cooking Food For Fowls. 

Cooking the food destroys the live 
cells and does not add anything to the 
food except bulk and renders the starch 
more easily digestible. The cooking is 
chiefly of service In adding variety to 
the food and in destroying any unde- 
sirable germs which may be present in 
meat food. Cooked food fed to fowls 
two or three times a week will afford a 
desirable variety to the ration and help 
toward better results from the flock, 
but do not feed fowls on an exclusively 


‘cooked food diet if you wish to keep 


them well and strong.. Covxed whole 
grains should be fod sparingly and not 
too frequently.—P. T. Woods, M. D., in 
Reliable Poultry Journal. 


Hens In Winter. 

The flock needs an abundance of 
fresh air and as much liberty as can 
be given. With a small flock it is pos- 
sible to shovel away a few feet of snow 
around the henhouse door, letting the 
fowls get outside for awhile every day. 
Leave the door open during the middle 
of the day and let them go and come as 
they please. When there is no snow 
on the ground allow the door to re- 
main open from 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until sundown. Don't coddle your 
hens, for a weak and debilitated flock 
will never be able to stand the strain 
of long continued egg laying.—Subur- 
ban Life. ; 


Keep Poultry Houses Clean. 

Cleanliness is one of the chief requ!- 
sites of success, so the houses, nests 
and yards should be cleaned frequent- 
ly, the houses whitewashed and insect 
powder used freely. Clean out the 
droppings every day, oil the roosts fre- 
quently and provide clean material for 
the nests every two weeks. If this is 
done there will be no trouble from lice, 
but if filth is allowed to accumulate 
the mites wil) multiply rapidly and 
cause no end of trouble.—American Ag- 
riculturist. 


Feather Pulling. 

One of the most satisfactory ways 
of treating feather pulling, says Reli- 
able Pouliry Journal, is to rub a little 
extract of aloes on the feathers of the 
bird about the portion that has been 
picked at.

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STREET CAR’S BIRTHDAY. 


First Successful Horse Car Line 
Opened Fifty Years Ago. 

Successful street railroading in this 
country is actually only fifty years 
old. Although there were many ex- 
perimental horse car lines in the early 
part of the nineteenth century, includ- 
ing the famous “John Mason,” an om- 
nibus which ran on strap rails in New 
York city, the first street car line to 
have a continuous record of operation 
down to the present day was opened 
between Boston and Cambridge In the 
spring of 1856. It has developed from 
a little single track line, over which 
four or five cars made half hourly trips 
between Bowdoin square and Harvard 
square, to the present unified system 
of the Boston Elevated Rallway com- 
pany, with a network of 450 miles of 
track, over which 250,000,000 revenuo 
passengers travel each year. At the 
outset it was regarded as rather a 
doubtful venture, for it was thought by 
many that the public would prefer to 
continue riding in the omnibuses which 
for many years had furnished a means 
of conveyance between the New Eng- 
land capital and {ts suburbs. 

The half century, beginning In 1856, 
thanks to the efforts of such electrical 
experinienters as Thomas Davenport, 
Professor Moses G. Farmer, Professor 
©. G. Page, Thomas Hall, Henry Pin- 
kus, Stephen B. Field, Thomas A, Edi- 
son, Leo Daft, Charles J. Van Depoele, 
John ©. Henry, Professor Sydney H. 
Short, Dr. Wellington Adams and 
many others, has witnessed the crea- 
tion of American street railway proper- 
ties, with a trackage of about 25,000 
miles and carrying a total of more than 
5,000,000,000 passengers every year, be- 
sides giving employment to more than 
twice as many men as are employed In 
the regular standing army of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The first commercially successful 
electric railway was operated In 1888 
by Frank J. Sprague at Richmond, 


-Va., and the new motive power was 


first put Into operation fn a large city 
system in Boston in the year follow- 
ing. The name “trolley” is sald to 
have originated among the employees 
of a little experimental line in Kansas 
City run by John C. Henry. The new 
type of car was early dubbed by Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes “the broom- 
stick train,” a name which {fs often 
humorously applied to It. 


A Famous Old Castle. _ 

The ancient castle of Sant Angelo, 
which has beheld time’s changes since 
the pngan days of the Roman empire, 
has been, after years of neglect and 
decay, restored to a condition worthy 
of an institution that flourished before 
our era as the burial place of the later 
Caesars, before it became first the 
great citadel of the popes and then the 
central prison of the papal_administra- 
tion, The building was at all epochs 
ornamented with fine works of art, 
Some have been already restored to the 


surfaco from under successive-layers 


of plaster, and quite recently there bas 
been brought to Nght a sculptured re- 
cess of the court of Alexander VI. 
Among the painters whose work adorns 
the castle are Giulio Romano, Gian dj 
Udine and Caravaggio. 


Stoessel’s Ordenl.

The Telemobiloscope. 

Known as the telemobiloscope, an 
apparatus which is expected to prove 
of great use to ships at night or in 
foggy weather has been invented by a 
German engineer at Dusseldorf. Elec- 
tric waves are generated by a spark- 
ing coil, which is contained in a pivot- 
ed box and fastened on a ship's bridge, 
and these, being projected into the at- 
mosphere, act as “feelers” for metallic 
-bodies. Should another vessel be near 
the waves reflect and record on the re- 
ceiver the approximate distance and 
size of the other ship.

Breaking a Horse That Kicks. 
A correspondent of the American 
Agriculturist asks how to stop a‘fors¢ 
kicking in the stall, and Prof. Shaw 
answers as follows: 

It would be better to know the 
causes which led up to the formation 
of the kicking habit. In the majority 
of instances, however, horses that kich 
in the stalls acquire the habit because 
of the use of too much feed, and nol 
subjecting them to sufficient work. ) 
take it that high feeding and idleness 
have been the cause of the habit refer 
red to in this case. There are a great 
many remedies that might be proscrib 
ed to break this horse of the kicking 
habit. Some are effectual with one ant 
mal, and not with others, depending 
somewhat on the temperament. 

One of the most reliable remedies 
is to fasten a good strong strap, with 
a ring on it, around one of the horse's 
hind pasterns, and attach about 2 
foot of chain to the ring in the strap 
When.the horse kicks this will strike 
the leg, and when he brings that leg 
down, it will strike the other ona 
thus inflicting more or less punish 
ment. If this small piece of chain. is 
not sufficient to stop him, use longe 
and heavier pieces until you get the 
required amount to punish him a6 
that he will quit. *

THE STALLION. 


An Expert of Thirty Years Tells of 
Care arid Management. 


What I have learned by thirty years 
of experience, relative to the care and 
management of stallions, I am williag 
others should know, and should it 
prove of service to any one, I shall feel 
well paid for the trouble I have taken. 

A few things that I consider of great 
importance are, first, before using the 
stallion to mares let him get some age. 
No colt will breed as well as an old 
horse, from elght to sixteen years old, 
provided the horse has been properly 
taken care of, Next, avoid all pamper- 
ing, both as to care and feed. Feed and 
work him as you would any horse, not 
overheating or overexerting him. If not 
situated so you can work or drive him, 
have a good roomy yard where he can 
run and exercise at his own free will. 
There are three things that should be 
remembered that are not conducive to 
fertility in the stallion, or to soundness, 
strength or longevity in his progeny, 
viz.: Idleness, pampering with unheal- 
thy food, and -putting him to service 
when too young. If these matters are 
observed, and you will limityyour horse 
to the proper number of mares, you 
will get good results, 

“As to feed, we would give him a lib- 
eral quantity of oats and bran, two 
parts oats and one of bran, twice a day, 
and once daily through the mare sea- 
son @ good fead of boiled barley, with 
a little flaxseed cooked with it; mix 
with bran, and feed hot at night. This, 
with good timothy hay and sufficient 
grass to keep the bowels open, should 
constitute his daily feed, with perhaps 
a few ears of corn occasionally. Avoid 
feeding hay in the morning and giving 
large quantities of water, for, by obser- 
vation, you will soon learn that no 
horse serves well when his belly is 
distended with hay and water. To 
prove and demonstrate this, take your 
horse out and let him serve a mare 
before feeding him; then, the next 
morning give him all he can eat and 
drink, and note the difference. This 
may not appear upon the face of it like 
a matter of great importance, but I 
maintain it 1s, as it saves the horse a 
good many services and extra labor. 
By following these few simple rules 
you will have as good results as though 
you had read all the books written on 
this subject. Remember this.one im: 
portant matter, keep your horse 
healthy and as near a natural condi- 
tion as possible. To do this, you must 
feed and exercise him properly. This 
must be continued all through the 
year. The man who keeps his horse 
right just through mare season, and 
then confines and keeps him in an un- 
healthy state all the rest of the year, 
will find himself with an unprofitable 
stallion in a short time.—F. C. Warren, 
in Wis. Exp. Stallion Bulletin.

Watering Horses. 


No rule can be laid down to hit ev- 
ery case, says C. V. Smead, V. S., in 
National Stockman. Some horses_ will 
take a sip of water before being fed, 
others will not. Most horses. will 
drink as soon as they have eaten in 
the morning. Then allow them wa- 
ter. Most horses after working two, 
three or four hours will desire to drink. 
Then water them. It is more liable— 
far more llable—to be the horse that 
man tries to dictate to in his drinking 
that has colic than it is the horse that 
can have water when he wants it. If 
I were going to say what not to do it 
would be: Don’t compei a horse that 
comes in thirsty after a drive to eat 
his food without being watered, and 
it is just as unreasonable to make him 
go without water two, three or four 
hours after he has eaten his food. In 
years gone by there has been a lot of 
theoretical rot that has found its way 
into print regarding the watering of 
horses, 

eS 
Raising Geese. 

Raising geese 1s a simpler proposi- 
tion than raising other kinds of poul- 
try. Get some common geese, or the 
improved breeds will be better—Emb- 
den, Toulouse, African or China—two 
geese to each gander. While there is 
plenty of grass they need no feeding. 
At other times feed corn mostly. If 
put in a pasture where there is water, 
with some sort of brush or other cover, 
they will make nests and lay and sit In 
the spring with almost no care or atten- 
tion. Let them sit where they lay, but 
don’t let them have too many eggs, 
They require thirty days for hatching. 
Feed the goslings grass and let them 
run on good blue grass or other sod.— 
Farm Progress, 


Sulphur For Hogs. 


In reference to proper proportions of 
salt and sulphur in mixtures for sheep 
and hogs Professor Richards writes: 
“The mixture of salt and sulphur that 
we feed our sheep is made up of one 


: part of sulphur and five parts of salt. 


It is not necessary that it be made up 
of any definitg proportion, as there is 
no danger of feeding too much of ei- 
ther substance. We try to mix it In the 
proportions mentioned. A goog mix: 
ture for hogs is one-fifth of sulphur, 
ee of charcoal and two-fifths of 
salt.” 


Hens On the Farm. 

The flock of fowls that has the 
range of the farm usually picks up 
enough grit, green food and animal 
food during the summer to supply the 
natural demand.” A little grain at 
night is all the food that is necessary. 
—lowa State Register and Farmer.

\ PORTABLE VILLAGES, 
Turcomans Move Their Houses From 
Place to Place, 

The Turcomans, who live on the east- 
ern sbote of the Caspian sea,~carry 
thelr villages about with them when 
they travel. As a tribe sets out-on a 
journey every man packs his wooden 
house upon a camel, which the animal 
can easily carry, and when a spot js 
reached where he and his friends in- 
tend to remain for any great length of 
time the camels are unloaded and a 
village started which it takes about an 
hour or so to build, 

It is to be remembered that the 
houses are real houses and not tents 
and that the settlement !s not a camp, 
but a village. The traveling house of 
the Turcoman !s a marvel of skill and 
ingenuity and !s really much lighter, 
more portable and can be packed Into 
& much smaller compass than any of 
the.s0 called portable houses that are 
manufactured and sold in some parts 
of our country. é 

The frame {is made of strong, Nght 
wood laths about an inch broad by 
three-quarters of_an Inch thick, cross- 
ing each other when set up in position 
at right angles about a foot apart and 
fastened at each crossing by the thongs 
of rawhide so as to be movable, and 
the whole framework may be opened 
or shut In the same manner as those 
toys for children that consist of a 
squad of wooden soldiers and will ex- 
pand or close at will so as to form 
open or close columns. 

One part or more made in this way 
and all inclosing a circle fifteen or 
twenty feet across form the skeleton 
of the walls and are firmly secured in 
place by bands of ropes made of hair 
or wool fastened round the end of each 
rod. From the upper ends of these 
rods similar rods bent near the wall 
and Into something less than a right 
angle are so disposed that the longer 
portions slope to the center and, being 
tled with rope, form the roof. 

Over this is thrown a covering of 
black felt, having in the center a large 
hole which answers both for a window 
and a chimney. Large pieces of the 
same coarse black felt are wrapped 
round the walls, and outside these,- to 
keep all tight, is bound another. frame 
of split reeds or canes or of some very 
light, tough wood bound closely togeth- 
er with strong cords,

Tests Which WII] Ald You In Make 
ing Your Selcction. 

Many women buy their gloves care- 
lessly, They do not examine the flove 
and later find to their sorrow that the 
glove that seemed pretty and effective 
off the hand is badly made and of poor 
material. 

“In selecting a pair of gloves,” saida 
glove saleswoman, “the best plan Is to 
test the kid by stretching it. Take the 
side seams between the thumbs and 
fingers and pull, If the kid is soft and 
pliable, the pores small, even and not 
specially noticeable and the glove im- 
mediately takes on its original shupe, 
it gives evidence of not only being 
elastic and therefore full of new life, 
but of being of a fairly good quality. 
The heavy walking gloves can be tried 
in the same way, but as sure a test as 
any. is in smelling them, and if there 
{s a rather fragrant odor like that of 
Russian leather, they, too, should be all 
right. The stitching. in the seams 
should all be carefully examined to see 
that it is perfect and that there are 
none sewed: so close to the edges that 
they will tear out. If well niide they 
should have a small gore between each 
of the fingers.” .

Devonshire Meat Pie. 

Remove the meat from a knuckle of 
veal, Put the bones in a kettle, cover 
with cold water and add one slice of 
onion, one slice.of carrot, a bit of bay 
leaf, a sprig of parsley, twelve pepper- 
corns and two teaspoonfuls of salt> 
Then heat slowly to the boiling point. 
Add the veal, and let simmer until the 
meat is tender. Remove the meat, and 
reduce stock to two cupfuls. Put a 
one-half pound slice of lean raw ham 
in a frying pan, cover with lukewarm 
water and let stand on the back of the 
range for one hour. Brown four table- 
spoonfuls of butter; add four table- 
spoonfuls of flour, and when well 
browned pour on gradually, while stir- 
ring vonstantly, the two cupfuls of 
stock, Then add veal and ham, each 
cut into cubes, and let simmer for twen- 
ty minutes. Put in a serving dish and 
cover with a top made of puff paste of 
correct size. It is much better to bake 
the paste separately, and cover the ple 
just before sending to the table.—Miss 
Farmer in Woman’s Home Companion.

The speaker believed it best for farm- 
ers to raise thelr own calves if deter- 
mined to secure a good dairy. - 

Get the breed of cows best adapted 
‘to your business, she advised. If you 
desire a large amount of milk the Hol- 
steins will furnish it. For cheese the 
Ayrshires aro the best: and for butter 
the Jerseys and Guernseys are among 
the leaders. 

‘Let the newborn calf remain with its 
dam for at least tliree days. This will

be better for the cow and calf too, Na- 
ture demands this, as the Orst milk of 
the cow is of the greatest importance 
to the calf in its internal organism. 

Better leave the calf near the cow 
while weaning it for a few days for the 
benefit of both. Much care should bo 
exercised in teaching the calf to drink, 
A woman will do better than a man In 
this kind of work, as she is more pa- 
tlent and will get the confidence of the 
little one. 

Feed: Iightly- at first (not over two 
quarts) and three times a day. Begin 
with the new milk and gradually sub- 
stitute that skimmed until in two or 
three weeks the new milk may be left 
out, Feed milk at about 78 degrees In 
a clean pail. Ina few weeks begin to 
feed a little nice hay and a very small 
quantity of oats, as these, with the milk, 
will make a good ration for the grow- 
ing calf. 

Furnish plenty of water and shade, 
Do not feed too much grain to young 
heifers, but furnish a good supply of 
roughage, so as to produce a large abdo- 
men, a very important point In a large 
milking and profitable cow. 

Heifers should become milkers at 
twenty to twenty-four months old. 
During about three months previous 
give them some suitable grain ration 


-| to help along toward motherhood and 


the milking period. Curry these heff- 
ers, handle them kindly and gently, so 
preparing for the milking period. Milk 
heifers three tlmes:a day for a time. 
This will stimulate the secretion of 
milk and be likely to prevent trouble 
with the udder. The first year milk as 
long as possible toward the second 
freshening, then afterward, for a pe- 
riod of ten months if possible.

Freezing Food Before Eating. 

In nearly all parts of the arctic re- 
gions food is frozen not only for pur- 
poses of preservation, but also to. in- 
crease, as the natives believe, its nu- 
tritlve properties. Their fish and geal 
flesh are frozen and caten in thin slices 
cut off by ax or knife. Seal flesh half 
decomposed and then frozen is one of 
the Eskimos’ greatest delicacies. Wal- 
rus liver, too, when frozen is held to 
possess great sustaining power, and It 
is considered that cooking deprives it 
of its delicacy of flavor. The natives 
of the Titicaca basin, in Peru, who Iin- 
habit a district 12,000 feet above the 
sea, prepare their potatoes by soaking 
them. in water, then freezing them, 
then steeping them in water and mash- 
ing them to remove the soluble matter. 
After this they are dried and become 
an article of fuod. They will then keep 
any length of time and are extremely 
convenient for carrying on long jour- 
neys. The oka, another vegetable of 
the district, 1s prepared in the same 
way. 


The Word “Bribery.” 

“Bribery” {!s a word with a curious 
history. In the old Geneva Bible it is 
said of the scribes and pharisees that 
they “make clean the outer side of the 
cup and of the platter, but within they 
are full of bribery.” The authorized 
version has “extortion,” and there is 
no doubt that by “bribery” the Geneva 
Bible meant robbery. “Bribery”? prob- 
ably meant originally a morsel, a bro- 
ken off piece, but it occurs first in old 
French, signifying a piece of bread 
given to a beggar; hence the Italian 
“birba,” vagrancy, and the old Frencb 
“bribeur,” a beggar or greedy devour- 
er. “Bribe” developed in two direc- 
tions, in the senses of robbery and of a 
present. When Falstaff speaks of “a 


. bribed buck” he means not one that 


had been corrupted, but one that had 
been stolen.

ESSEX BREED OF SWINE. 


Study Which May Result In Profit For 
the Careful Reader. 


The Essex, an English breed, native 
of the County of Essex, are black in 
color, and of medium size. They are 
said to be the outcome of crossing the 
Neapolitan upon the old Essex breed, 
which were black and white, large and 
coarse in build. The Neapolitans were 
first imported from Italy by Lord Wes- 
tern, in 1830, and for some time the 
progeny were designated Essex-Nea- 
politan. The effect of the cross was to 
change the color to black, reduce the 
bone, shorten the leg and snout, im- 
prove the general form, This work be- 
gan about 1840, and was chiefly effect- 
ed by Fisher Hobbs, one of Lord Wes- 
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IMPORTED ESSEX BOAR. 

(Good representative of the modern type.) 
tern’s tenants. In Britain they are 
found most numerously in the Coun- 
ties of Essex and Suffolk. They were 
imported to the United States and Can- 
ada about 18560, but have not been very 
-numerously bred in either country, as 
they were formerly regarded as one of 
the smaller breeds, but they have been, 
by selection and good management, 
considerably enlarged and given great- 
“er length of late years in Canada, 80 
that, as shown at the fairs now, they 
conform to the bacon type to a very 
satisfactory degree, and have proved 
valuable for crossing with some of the 
larger and coarser breeds, “producing 
an early-maturing class, of excellent 
quality and profitable to raise. Because 
of their contented disposition they are 
good grazers and easy feeders, and, 
when well fed, may be marketed at al- 
most any age. The quality of their 
meat is juicy, tender, and well-flavored, 
and is specially adapted to family use 
and to a select trade. In general ap- 
pearance the Essex are neat and 
smooth in form, nicely turned at the 
shoulders and hips, symmetrical and 
handsome. The original of the cut is 
owned iby J. Featherston & Son, 
Streetsville, Ont, and is reproduced 
from the Farmers’ Advocate. 


Feed Converted Into Horseflesh. 

Two years ago while teeing to a 
farmer about some feed I wanted I no- 
ticed a very poor filly picking among 
some cornstalks. I asked the price of 
the animal and was told $65. I said the 
animal was worth that and more, too, 
in my opinion, if she were only in bet- 
ter flesh. The farmer said, “Well, I 
had rather sell them poor and let the 
other fellow do the feeding, because I 
can always sell my feed.” I bought the 
filly for $65, also two tons of clover 
hay for $28 and fifty bushels of oats 
for 35 cents per bushel, a total of 
$110.50 for horse and feed. I kept the 
filly thirty days, in which time she ate 
nineteen bushels of oats, or a little 
over five gallons per day, and 300 
pounds of hay, or about ten pounds 
per day; entire cost of feed during the 
month, $8.75, and her grooming cost 
about $2.50. The animal improved so 
much that a neighbor of the party from 
whom I bought her offered me $150 for 
her at the end of the month, and when 
I told him that I would take $175 he at 
once bought her. No, I think the con- 
clusion is justified that it pays a farm- 
er well to convert his feed into good 
horsefiesh before he sells it.—Professor 
J. G. Ferneyhaugh, State Veterinarian, 
Virginia, 


Feeding Ducks. 

We have heard it said that ducks will 
neither grow, fatten nor lay well un- 
less they are somewhat stinted in their 
food. They should never have more 
than is readily eaten up. No fowl of 
any kind should be overfed when a 
good egg product is desired. No fowl 
will grow fast or fatten that Is under- 
fed. But proper feeding for eggs apd 
proper feeding for producing weight 
are two different matters—Country 
Gentleman.
